October 5 last, 
including 


the Allianca case, regarding tbe as- 
saults by Spanish officers in Cuba upon 
American citizens, nearly all of whioh 
have substantially appeared from time 
to time in the United Press dispatches. 
Both under Havana and Washington 
dates. Included in the correspondence 
is a letter f rom Secretary Olnc3r to Mr. 
Dupuyde L&me, referring to the expul- 
sion of John A. Sowers, Jos. A. Ansley, 
Aurelio A. Ansley and Marie Luis Ans- 
Icy, all citizens of the United States 
from Cuba, a proceeding, says Mr. Ol- 
ney 
in bis letter, which is of the 


date of September 27 last, that "is 
harsh in this regard, that two of the 
deported persons, Mr. Joseph A. A«sley 
and Mr. John A. Sowers, are said to 
have been men of family, and being in 
impoverished circumstances to have 
been- compelled to leave their wives 
and children behind them without re- 
sources." 


In this case Mr. Oiney said further; 


"The right of Spain, as of other sover- 
eign states, to expel aliens need not 
be discussed. If the right be conceded 
to thc fullest extent, thc mode of its 
exercise may be so harsh, unreasonable 
and oppressive as to give just ground 
of complaint, and was so beyond al) 
doubt in the cases now under consid- 
eration. 


"The proceedings, at every stage and 


in every particular, seem to have been 
characterized by wilful disregard, not 
merely of the rights of American citi- 
zens, but of the dictates of common 
humanity. This government can not 
be expected to look upon such pro- 
ceedings except with indignation, nor 
to pass them over without remon- 
strance. It takes this occasion, there- 
fore, to make known its sentiments 
in the matter and give notice that it 
will demand adequate redress for the 
indignity and injustice inflicted on 
Sowers and Ashley and that it will ex- 
pect such precautionary measures to be 
taken by the Spanish government for 
tbe future as will prevent any like 
treatment of other American citizens."

CHIHUAHUA, Mcx., July 15.—Particu- 


lars have reached here of thc fall of 
a meteor in the stnalJL mining town of 
Santos Keis, this state.

were just coming in out of the field 
with tho last load which was driven 
under tho scale shed about 20 yards 
from tho barn. Willard was sitting 
on the scale box, Mr. Brown and Du- 
duit were standing on the ground 
near by and Estep was standing in the 
bam door when the bolt descended 
striking the scale shed. 


All were knocked down and more or 


less stunned by the force of the shock. 
Mr. Brown was the first to recover con- 
sciousness. 
Noticing Duduit and his 


son Willard, lying motionless he picked 
tip tho boy and carried him into the 
house about 150 yards distant from tho 
shod. Estep, on regaining conscious- 
ness, went over to the scale shed and 
began heroic treatment to revive Du- 
duit, who had never moved since he 
foil. All efforts were useless, however, 
as he had been instantly killed. 
His 


face was burned in a frightful 
manner 


and his clothes literally stripped from 
tho body. 
Neighbors were called aud 


Duduit was carried to his home only 
a short distance away. Arthur Brown, 
who was on tho load of hay, escaped 
with only a slight shock. 
Tho others 


were knocked down and one of them 
killed. Duduit was standing in the 
line of the current and received its full 
force. 


W. E. or Edward Duduit, as tho un- 


fortuunte man was more familiarly 
known, was 3G years old, married and 
had a family of three small children. 
He was a son of Andrew Duduifc, of 
Russel, Ky., 
He'was well known in 


this couuty and worked for a number 
of years on farms about Havorhill and 
Wheelersburg. 
He was a nehpew of 


F. E4Diuluit, Sr., of this city. Ho 
was married about ten years'ago to Miss 
Eva Winkler, of Wheelersbnrg, a neice 
of Eobt. McAleer aud Mrs. J. M. Stock- 
ham. 


Young Willard [Brown had a most 


fortunate escape. 
After being ~. carried 


into the house it was fully an-hour or 
more before he gained consciousness. 
His right side was badly burned. 
Dr. 


Titus, of this city, was. summoned and, 
rendered such attention as will lead to 
his early aud complete recovery. 
Mr. 


Brown aud Estop were only slightly 
stunccl by the shock.

THE ONLY QUESTION. 


As the money quesiton is the only 


thing talked about now-a-days, -wo do- 
sire to lift our pen once more, in tho 


•. behalf of the poor man's moey—silver. 


The people are seriously thinking, ami 
well they may, considering the demor- 
alizing plight into which "tho existing 
gold standard" has brought them. 


The struggling farmer looks about 


.him: corn 25 cents per bushel, wheat 
50 cents, potatoes 25 cents, hay §G to 
$80 per ton; live stock so low it doesn't 
pay to engage in the business—why, 


Worses c«u be hardly be given, away. 
•He knows tho cost of producing these 
crops has not been lessened—it takes 
just as much hard work to raise a crop i 
' of corn as it ever did, while tho pro- 
duct of his labor only brings htvlf as 
much ' in tho markets. He is out a 
clear 100 per cent, in the operation, 
with tho same amount of labor perfor- 
med. He finds his taxes have increased, 
that it takes twice as much of any crop 
he raises transformed into cold cash, to 
pay the county treasurer. 
When his 


incidental expenses and taxes are paid, 
he finds at the end of the year, that he 
has come out in debt,.or barely held 
his own. In the latter case he is con- 
sidered luck. Thus,'has he been toil- 
ing tho whole year for nothing, one 
might say. 
The future is indeed dark 


and gloomy for him. 
There is noth- 


ing promising ahead, rather, 'tis cer- 
tain bankruptcy that stares him in tho 
face. 
With a mortgage planted upon 


his humble home, it's only a question 
of time, under the 'existing state of 
affairs when himself and family will 
be turned out of doors by the sheriff. 
This is not a picture overdrawn, cut 
true to life. Eighty per cent of tho far- 
mers in Ohio are iucumbered—a mort- 
gage is a sure crop which thrives wher- 
ever planted—tho interest grows night 
ana day. 
"What's tho cause of this?" 


tho farmers are beginning to ask. We 
boldly reply: Tho gold standard—con- 
traction of currency—has squeezed the 
prices out of everything, and as long as 
"the existing gold standard" prevails, 
the producer will obtain nothing, or 
next to nothing for his products. 


With tho man who depends upon his 


daily labor for support the situation is 
still worse. 
He is in enforced idle- 


ness a greater part of tho time. 
His 


wants and the necessities of life daily 
demand the same from him, whether 
ho works or is in idleness. 


It is either work or suffer with him. 


How, do you think, ho can support 
un ever increasing family when there 
is little or no work to bo done? If by 
chance, ho is lucky so as to have work, 
nine times "out of ton, ho £is paid in 
orders.
